“The most' of the harm to the 
health of the workers is due to long 
hours, over-exertion on piecework, 
over-fatigue at rush seasons and wor- 
ry during the absence of work.”

Conditions are no better in St. 
Louis, where Schwab, after a study 
made among 7,000 garment workers, 
found that 25 to 30 per cent suffer 
from neuralgia. According to his 
views, the nerve weakness is due 
largely to over-fatigue, speeding up 
on piece work during the rush season 
and the lack of work during the pro- 
longed slack season and the worry 
incident thereto.
